WASHINGTON (APJ-President 


Kennedy accepted' today' the resig- 
nation of Gen. Lauds Norstad as 
supreme 
Allied 
commander 
in 


Europe and chief of NATO forces. 


The White House had nothing to 


say immediately as to a succes- 
sor. 


Reports were circulating that 


Gen. 
Lyman L. Lemnitzer, chair- 


man; of the! U.S., joint chiefs oS 
staff, might replace Norstad. But 
there also was talk of Gen. Max- 
well D. Tayl'or, now presidential 
military adviser. 


Norstad has held the Allied po- 


sition with headquarters in Paris 
since 1956. He is known as a 
strong advocate of increasing uni- 
ty among the Western European 
Allies and between them and the 
United States. 


Word that the general has sub- 


mitted his resignation came first 
from the newspaper Le Monde in 
Paris. 


Norstad said in a letter to Ken- 


nedy:
